BIGGS FOR KORBSHAN MEN 


MISSILES STOP A STREET MEET- 


ING IN MONROE AVENUE. 


Charlies Hayden and Oscar Hillman 
Pelted with Soft but Bad-Smelling 
OBjects and Compelied to Call on 
the Police for Help—No Arrests Are 
Made and the Speakers Promise to 
Continue Their Work Under Protec- 
tion by City. 


While preaching the doctrine that man- 
kind lives on the inside instead of the outside 
of the earth, two ministers of the Koreshan 


‘faith and their assistants were assailed with 


eggs and vegetables at Monroe avenue and 
Fifty-fifth streets last night. They were 
driveh to place themselves under the protec- 
tion of the Hyde Park police. The meeting 
practically was broken up before the arrival 


of the police, and the victims of the on-— 


slaught made no demand further _ of 
sympathy from .the bluecoats. 

The Rev. Charles Hayden and the Rev. 
Oscar Hiliman,: ministers of the Koreshan 
Church at 812 West Sixty-third street, were 
conducting the open air meeting and a crowd 
of 200 persons had gathered to listen. The 
“some boys in the rear 
of the crowd, and it quickly grew into a gen- 
eral disturbance, in which the speakers 
barely estaped bodily injury et the hands 
of the crowd. Some of the gs are said 
to have been thrown from the windows of 
‘the Monroe apartment building, a few yards 
from the place of the meeting. No arrests 
were made, but the police promised > 
protection in the future. 

Tenets of Koreshan Faith. 

The Koreshan faith, as distinguished from 
Christianity, is what the Rev. Dr. Hayden 
and aie associates were promulgating. 
Small handbilis distributed in the throng 
of curious lsteners set forth the principles 
of the belief. A diagram of the universe 
depicted the earth as the concave surface 
of a great shell, within which was suspended 
a ball bearing on its outer surface the sun, 
moon, and stars. It was acomplete transpo- 
sition of the relations of the earth and hea- 
-vens generally accepted. 

Besides the theory that men tread a con- 
cave instead of a convex earth the Koresh- 
ans told their audience that on the basis of 
the “integral cosmogony "’ they had reared 
their belief in communism of all property 
and in a leveling of all classes. 

Suddenly the storm broke. An egg, glis- 
tening in the half light, described a pa- 
rabola from an urchin’s hand in the rear 
ranks to the little V-shaped spot of im- 
maculate shirt within the coat lapels of the 
Rev. Dr. Hayden. The speaker stopped, 
frate and helpless. The crowd hooted and 
surged about, some retreating, others edg- 
ing closer, carrying vegetables and more 
eggs. The little band of missionaries was 
surrounded and a volley of soft missiles 
was poured upon them. Broadcloth was. 
streaked with the stains of the ammunition 
and above the battleground rolled the pun- 
gent odor of the strife. | 


Speakers Telephone for Help. 
Hayden and Hillman ran into the drug 


| store at the corner and telephoned the Hyde 
Detectives reported no Chinese women — 


Park police. Desk Sergeant Frank Mo«s 
sent a patrol wagon and the marauders were 
put to rout. A search of the Monroe apart- 


| ment building failed to discover the persons 


who threw the eggs from the vantage point. 
Dr. Hayden announced that he would con- 
tinue to speak on the streets with police pro- 
tection.

SEIZURE OF 


TO TEST BREWERY TRUST. 


CHICAGO PLANT 
BRINGS ON IMPORTANT SUIT. 


Stockholders of Local Concern Sold to 
United Breweries Company of New 
Jersey Take Forcible Possession, 


but Obey Injunction of the Federal. 


Judge—Legality of Alleged Combine 
to Control Output of Beer in Cook 
County to Be Subject of Litigation. 


Two suits which were begun in the United 
States Circuit Court by the United Breweries 


company of New Jersey against the Star’ 


Brewery company of Chicago yesterday are 
the opening guns in a fight in which the 
legality not only of the United Breweries 
company as a combination, but of the entire 
brewery combination of Coe County, will 
be tested. 

The facts which led to the sults filed yes- 
terday are set forth In detail in the declara- 
tions, and are, in short, as follows: Up to 
two years ago the Star brewery, on Fulton 
street, in Chicago, was owned and con- 


ducted by the Star Brewery company. At 
“that time the United Breweries company, a 


| New Jersey corporation, purch&sed the plant 


* and real estate of the Star Brewery com- 


pany, paying therefor $500,000 in the stock of 
the United Breweries company and $150,000 
cash. About the same time the New Jersey 
company purchased a number of other brew- 
eries in Chicago, until it controlled about 
one-fifth of the entire beer output of Cook 
County. 


Claim Good Faith. 


The stockholders of the Star Brewery com- 
pany turned over their plant and assets to 
the New Jersey corporation in good faith, 
believing the latter, as they state, to be a 
legal organization authorized to do business 
in the State of Illinols. They assert that 
they were not informed as to the aims and 
objects of the United Breweries company 
and could get no satisfaction from the par- 
ties controlling that corporation when they 
asked for specific information. A year ago 
P. H. Rice, the largest stockholder of the 
Star Brewery company, who managed the 
Star brewery for the New Jersey corpora- 
tion, was elected a member of the new 
Board of Directors of the United Brewerles 
company. 
Believes Corporation Illegal. 

It is stated by the stockholders of the Star |} 
Brewery company that he was unable to get 
any information in regard to the details of 
the New Jersey organization and the dis- 
position of its securities, and that certain 
recent events led him to believe the United 


Brewerles company was an Illegal cor- 


poration under the laws of the State of Fii- 
nols, as interpreted by recent decisions of the 
Illinois Supreme Court. 

It is also stated that recent events, particu- 
larly the raising of the price of beer by the 
brewerles in Cook County, tend to show that 
the United Breweries company was a part 
of a larger combination, the purpose of 
which seemed to be to control the entire 
beer trade of Cook County through the 
agency of the Brewers’ association of Cook 
County. 

Take Forcible Possession. 

Fearing that, in case the United Breweries 
company should be found to be an illegal 
corporation, its stock, which was given in 
payment for the assets of the Star Brewery 
company, would prove worthless, the stock- 
holders of the*Star Brewery company on 
Monday took forcible possession of the brew- 


ery property and held it, waiting for the |. 


United Breweries companies to bring sult 
to get possession of the premises. This was 


done in the expectation that the question | 


of the legality of the New Jersey corporation 
at issue would be put to test in the courts 
and finally decided one way or the other. 

Yesterday, after the brewery had beenin 
the possession of the Star Brewery company 
for five days, the United Breweries company 
filed two suits in the United States Circuit 
Court; one in ejectment, to get possession 
of the premises, and another to prevent 
the Star Brewery company from interfering 
with the manufacture and handling of beer 
upon the premises. 

Judge Jenkins of Milwaukee issued an 1 in- 
junction under the second suit, in accord- 
ance with the petition of the United Brew- 
erles company. \ Upon being served with the 
injunction’ yesterday Mr. Rice at once per- 
mitted the employés of the United Brew- 
erles company to enter upon the prem- 
ises for the purpose of manufacturing and 
handling beer, but the Star Brewing com- 
pany still holds possession of the premises 
and will continue to do so until the question 
at issue has been finally decided in the courts. 
The cases will come up for hearing on Aug. 9.

FORGERIES CHARGED ALSO. 


Edward Kerlin, alias E. Jerome Parker, a 
member of the Salvation Army, was locked 
up at the Central Police Station last night 
on charges of forgery and the larceny of 
letters from apartment house letter boxes. 
The arrest brought out a. story of duplicity 
on his part in which he attempted to cloak 
his acts by memberships maintained with 
the Salvation Army and the Volunteers of 
America. 3 
* Only two days were required by Postoffice 
Inspector James E. Mayer tn which to cap- 
ture the offender after the first complaint 
was made, and it is believed that a large 


‘number of other complaints will be received 


when the facts concerning the arrest of Ker- 
lin become public this morning. The arrest 
was made at 9 o'clock last night while the 
young man was attending .a meeting of the 
Salvation Army at State and Monroe streets. 


Confession Is Secured. 


At the Central Station, before being locked 
up, young Kerlin made a full statement and 
confession of his plans of operation. From 
the character of the complaints the Post- 
office authorities knew that letters contain- 
ing checks were being stolen from the mails, 
but were unable until the arrest of Kerlin 
was made to tell in just what manner the 
thieving was accomplished. Kerlin enlight- 
ened them, explaining that it was his custom 
to follow some mail carrier who had a large 
number of apartment buildings on his route, 
to watch the carrier deliver letters in the 
private mail boxes located in the entrances 
of the buildings, and then to abstract the 
letters from the boxes if they were not re- 
moved at once by the owners. 

Sometimes his nimble fingers were all that 
was needed in the operation. If that method 
failed he employed a corset steel with wax 
or chewing gum placed on the end.. Two of 
the letters stolen, of which the authorities 
have knowledge, were taken from the mail 
boxes in Ae. “a buildings in North 


State street. 


The firstcomplettit’was made by the offi- 


clals of the Northwestern National Bank. 
The bank had cashed a certified check drawn 
by the Short Story Publishing company of 
Boston, Mass., in favor of W. G. Kelly, an 
employé of Harris & Co., grain brokers on 
the Board of Trade. The check was for $100. 
It was presented by Kerlin, who was identi- 
fied to the cashier by one of the minor officers 
of the Salvation Army, who knew him 
through his association with that organiza- 
tion and supposed he was allright.

in signing W. G. Kelly’s name on the back 
of the check. 
Evanston Bank Is Caught. 

In making the investigation for the North- 

western National Bank Inspector Mayer 
learned of two other cases which proved to 
be Kerlin’s handiwork. One of them had 
been placed in the hands of Attorney Pad- 
den by the City National Bank of Evanston 
on account of a check for $111 drawn by the 
Illinois Trust and Savings Bank in favor ofa 
customer. ‘Through a man with whom he 
was acquainted in Evanston and who was 
a customer of the local bank in that suburb 
‘Kerlin secured the money on the check by 
forging the real owner’s name. 
The postoffice authorities also have infor- 
mation concerning the loss of a check for 
$75 from a North Side apartment building 
which they believe was stolen by Kerlin. 
Another check for $22, also taken from a 
North Side apartment, was cashed at Mar- 
shall Field & Co.’s retail store by a cashier 
who had a passing acquaintance with Kerlin 
and readily accepted a check, the owner’s 
name having been forged.

Bags Were in Transit Between the Gen- 
eral Office and Station O, at Fifth Ave-

* Cut Open While on Elevated Road. 


New York, Aug. 3.-—[Special. _-Postofiice 
inspectors are working on a robbery of the 
mail which took place last Thursday while 
three registered letter pouches were in tran- 
sit between the general postoffice and Sta- 
tion O, atFifth avenue and Thirteenth street. 
A slit eight inches in width was cut in one 
pouch and dozens of registered letters ab- 
stracted. More than $28,000 in cash and 
drafts were in the letters stolen. — 

The pouches intended for Station O are 
carried to the Park Place station of the 
Sixth avenue elevated railroad. and there 
placed on the forward platform of the first 
up-town train that comes along. At Four- 
teenth street they are thrown off on the sta- 
tion platform, where they remain until men 
from Station O arrive and carry them away 
on their shoulders. While they are on the 
elevated platforms the porters employed by 
the railroad are supposed to keep an eye 
on the sacks.

Colored Man Indicted as One of Princi- 
pals in Murder Complains of Ab- 
sence of Mason Hockersmith—Sus- 
picion He Was Spirited Away to 
Save Powers—Impeachment of Com- 
monwealth’s Witnesses — Suspicion 
of Crooked Werk in Testimony. 


Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 3.—[Special.]—De- 
velopments of a sensational nature in the 
Goebel murder case seem about to be made 
public, but whether they will operate 
agaitist Caleb Powers, the man now on 
trial, cannot be forecasted. ‘‘ Tallow Dick ”’ 
Combs, colored, indicted as one of the prin- | 
cipals in the crime and now in jail here, 
has sent fér the attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion and has made a confession, in whole 
or in part, but which is carefully guarded. 

Combs’ complaint is due to the fact that 
Mason Hockersmith, another colored man 
implicated with him in the statements of 
Culton and Golden as having been the two 
decided upon to kill Goebel, cannot be found. 
Combs says he can prove by Hockersmith 
that he was not in the Executive Building 
when the shot was fired. A suspicion that 
Hockersmith was spirited away by friends 
of Powers to save him (Powers), that Combs 
might be left to stand trial without his 
most important witness, is said to have 
caused Combs to send for the attorneys for 
the commonwealth and make a statement. 


Rumors as to What Combs Says. 

A mass of rumors have been circulated 
as to what Combs says. One is that Combs 
said that he had been told by Hockersmith 
that he (Hockersmith) had been paid $1,200 } 
by “ Youtsey ’ to kill Goebel. Both Combs 
and Commonwealth Attorney Franklin deny 
that this is what Combs said, but things 
have come to such a pass that there may be 
unexpected rebuttal evidence submitted to 
the jury in the case of Powers. 

The testimony heard in the trial of Powers 
today was mostly in the nature of an im- 
peachment of some of the witnesses for the 
‘Commonwealth. George F. Weaver, who 
swore he saw the rifle protruding from Pow- 
ers’ office, has been shown to have been at 
| Grayson Springs, 185 miles away, when Goe- 
bel was shot. He is under arrest, and will 
have an examinaticn trial on Aug. 22. 
Meantime an investigation has been begun 
to ascertain who prompted him to testify as 
a witness. There is a suspicion of crooked 
“work in this connection. Former State 
Auditor Stone, introduced to impeach Cul- 
ton, a self-confessed conspirator, swore that 
Culton embezzled $1,000 while a deputy in 
his office, and that he discharged him. 

J. A. Harklercade, a barber from Bar- 
boursville, was put on the stand. He said 
Wharton Golden told him he was grieved to 
death over Powers being arrested that way, 
and asked witness for a revolver, which 
witness refused to give him. At another 
time, witness said. Golden was in his shop 
with a big roll of bills. Some remarks were 
made about it, and Golden said: ‘* Why, 
don't you know that a $100,000 reward has 
been offered, and that I have been in that?’’ 

On crdss-examination the witness was 
shown up in an unfavorable light as a gam- 
bler, Witness said that when Golden 
showed him the money he marked the cal- 
endar. It was March 16. “ How did you 
happen to mark the calendar?’
